4 (AP)—Ten convicts fled from 
Washington State Penitentiary 
last night after weeks of tun- 
neling through seven inches of 
concrete and 30 feet of earth. 

Four of the men were re- 
captured this afternon near a 
farm house 200 miles north of 
Walla Walla after a farmer 
heard dogs barking and saw 
tracks around one of his build- 
ings. 

The escape was discovered 
about two hours after the men 
had crawled through the 30-inch 
wide tunnel to liberty just out- 
side the west wall. 

Guards found a neat circular 
slab chiseled from the 7-inch- 
thick concrete floor of one of 


the cells. It led into an un- 
used dirt-floor basement. The 
30-foot-long tunnel started 
there. running straight to the 
exit point. 

A few handmade digging 
tools were left behind. The 
dirt apparently had been 


flushed down prison toilets a 
bit at a tlme. Guards said the 
big chunk of concrete probably 
had been replaced each day 
after a night of digging.

Hennings, chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee on consti- 
tutional rights, pointed out that 
he sponsored several resolutions 
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gating committees. But the fate- 
ful problem of how to curb 
subversive elements’ without 
seriously jeopardizing demo- 
cratic institutions confronts the 
committee, he said. 

Freedom Imposes Strain. 

“Our dedication to the prin- 
ciple of individual freedom and 
dignity imposes a strain on us 
today when, in the unprece- 
dented conditions of a cold war 
with the Communist world, we 
seek a way to expose and to 
fight totalitarianism without en- 
dangering the tenets and prac- 
tices of democracy,” he said. 

“It is, therefore, not surpris- 
ing that in our attempt to per- 
form such a task, we witness 
relaxations in the operation of 
the Bill of Rights.” 

On the basis of recently-pub- 
lished figures, he declared, the 
total number of Americans now 
subject to federa] security in- 
vestigations “might run as high 
as 20,000,000.” 

“This program,” he said, “‘is 
no longer remote. It has be- 
come a truly national problem.” 

The cause of the evil, which 
lets the “ax of infringement fall 
not on Communists or subver- 
sives but upon innocent people 
caught in the meshes of admin- 
istrative practices,” he © said, | 
“lies in a creeping but inordi- 
nate extension of admifiistra- 
tive law, a kind of creeping 
statism. 

“Such extension spells dan- | 
gers not only to the constitu- 
tional guaranties, but will se- 
riously affect our traditional 
concepts of justice and fair 
play, if upchecked.

Hoover served as administra- | 


tive officer for the W.O.C. com- 
mittee, which he said worked 
closely with the Republican Na- 
tional Committee.

“Never So Rampant as Now,’ Says Report 
Citing Use of President’s 1954 Order) 


by Agencies to Hide Information Not 
Concerned With Security.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP). 
HE AMERICAN Civil Liberties Union said yesterday abuses 
of secrecy in the Government increased during the Truman 
and Eisenhower administrations and were “never so rampant 


as now.” 


The private group’s study gave special attention to President 
Eisenhower's directive barring certain testimony in the Army- 
McCarthy hearings last year. The A.C.L.U. said this order has 
since been used by other agencies to hide information “entirely 
outside the field of the country’s military security.” 


“Invisible government is now 
worse than at any time in many 
years,” said the survey, pre- 
pared for A.C.L.U. by Allen 
Raymond, a New York newspa- 
per man. Raymond wrote that 
he obtained the views of scores 
of correspondents, writers in 
various news media, Congress 
members and others. He said 
it is a “fair consensus” that: 

“These abuses have already 
curtailed the power of the press 
and of Congress itself to be of 
service to the people by finding 
what goes on in Government. 

“They fave advanced to the 
point where the. civil liberties 
of the people themselves are 
threatened; and that some pru- 
dent remedial action by Con- 
gress is necessary.” 

Newspaper Efforts Applauded. 

The report applauded efforts 
of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors and Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation to pry open closed fed- 
eral files, but concluded that 
“they haven’t gotten very far.”

One question into which the 
gubcommittee is delving is how 
much the Government spends 
on its far-flung system of press 
agents. So far it hasn’t come 


up with anything like an exact 
answer. 

In response to a question- 
naire, it has received informa- 
tion that federal agencies are 
spending around $10,000,000 a 
year on “press and public in- 
formation” services, but the in- 
formation is so incomplete that 
there are indications the figure 
is far higher. A number of 
agencies reported that they had 
no estimates of the costs. 

The A. C. L. U. report said 
the press has failed to enlist 
public support in its freedom of 
information campaign. It said 
this was partly because of “a 
widespread distrust of the press 
itself by large segments of the 
population, as for example in 
the labor movement.” 

Eisenhower Order Cited. 

Eisenhower's directive of May 
17, 1954, added “immeasurably” 
to the scope of governmental 
secrecy, the study suggested. 
The President's order was in a 
letter to Secretary of Defense 
Wilson during the televised 
Senate hearings on the dispute 


between Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.) Wisconsin and the Army 
Department.

The Hennings Example 


Measured by fireworks and headlines, Senator 
Hennings’s investigation of the loyalty problem 
is as different from the performances of such 
old showmen as McCarthy, Jenner and Velde 
as day is from night. But when it comes to 
fulfilling the chief purpose of a congressional 
investigation, the Hennings inquiry is outstand- 
ing. 

That purpose, of course, is to make serious 
legislative recommendations on the basis of the 
findings. Like others in this field, the Missouri 
Senator quickly encountered the faceless wit- 
ness—the informer on whose word a man may 
be dismissed from the federal service without 
confronting the informant, questioning him, or 
even having his identity known te the adminis- 
trative board hearing the case. Senator Hennings 
also ran inte ‘*e stock justification, the argu- 
ment that disc..sure of the infofmer's identity 
might be detrimental to national security. 


Before the Lawyers’ Association of St. Louis, 
the Senator made it clear that he was not overly 
impressed by the argument. Identification of 
some informers has shown them to be men who 
inspired no-confidence. Further doubts arise 
from the shifting of the burden of proof to the 
accused, the doctrine of guilt by association or 
kinship, and broad departure from the consti- 
tutional principle of due process. Admitting 
that the Supreme Court has not yet spoken, 
Senator Hennings did quote the very recent 
opinion of the Federal Court of Appeals at 
San Francisco holding Coast Guard security 
regulations to be unconstitutional: 

The objective of perpetuating a doubtful 
system of secret informers likely to bear 
upon the innocent as well as upon the 
guilty, and carrying so high a degree of 
unfairness to the merchant seamen involved 
cannot justify an abandonment here of the 
ancient standards of due process. 

Senator Hennings is submitting a compromise 
solution which he asked the lawyers to study. 
He suggests appointment of a panel of lawyers 
of such high character that they would be given 
top security clearance. On the request of an 
accused individual or his counsel, these lawyers 
would question the undisclosed witness. 


It is a question whether secret cross-examina- 
tion by a third party can satisfy the constitu- 
tional rights of an individual. Since Senator 
Hennings has shown that other aspects of the 
loyalty procedures do not measure up to the 
requirements of valid administrative law, let 
alone of criminal and constitutional law, deeper 
reforms may be necessary. 

But for the moment the point is that Senator 
Hennings has supplied a needed reminder of the 
major justification of congressional investiga- 
tions—the study of a situation with a view to 
legislative recommendations. Their worst abuse 
is to turn them into political sideshows at the 
expense of the innocent.

It Won’t Be a Ship From Mars! 


For several years many persons have been 
pondering and wondering, and some shaking and 
shivering over the question of whether or not 
there are such things as flying saucers. Books 
and magazines have contained accounts of these 
flying objects and pictures purporting to por- 
tray such craft and even the shapes of weird 
crewmen from outer space. 

Now comes the seventh annual report of the 
Air Force, repeating what it has said before, 
that there were no such craft from foreign lands 
in America nor were there such craft and such 
unearthly beings from outer space. But it also 
warns that no one should be surprised at what 
may be seen in the sky almost any day now. 

For instead of converting vague illusions into 
obviously apparent delusions, the Air Force is 
going to convert what has been a delusion into 
an actuality. The Secretary of the Air Force, 
Donald A. Quarles, attaches a statement warning 
all and sundry that an aircraft of novel form 
may take to the air any day now but with noth- 
ing “supernatural or mysterious” about it. This 
craft apparently will be what is described as a 
jet-powered, vertically rising plane with the 
appearance of a somewhat concave disc. ° 

Unfortunately, annual reports are well estab- 
lished in the dry-as-dust category and this 316- 
page Air Force report has attracted no unusual 
amount of attention. So, unless the Air Force 
precedes appearance of the genuine disc with 
a plethora of \publicity, it can stand by for an 
avalanche of xeports from persons convinced 
that what they sé@e is at long last a contraption 
full of Martians, Venusians, Saturnians or worse.

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Ineffective Even in Victory? 

Helped considerably by 88 of the 94 Commu- 
nist deputies, French Premier Faure has won 
another vote of confidence in the National As- 
sembly, this one on his key proposal to hold 
elections early in January rather than in June. 

But the question has been raised whether this 
was a hollow victory. By its dilatory tactics, the 
Assembly has given the other branch of the 
French legislature, the Council! of the Republic, 
a chance to consider the measure for two months, 
thus effectively nullifying it. 

Ordinarily the Couneil takes about as much 
of a hand in the legislative process as does the 
House of Lords in England. If it exercises its 
nullifying power in this case, it probably will 
do so only because of an understanding with the 
nation’s real political leaders in the Assembly. 
If so, the confidence vote was a sardonic jest. 
And one hesitates to conclude that French par- 
liamentary politics have dropped that low. 

A more likely source of trouble is the one 
which caused former Premier, Mendes-France to 
oppose the election move-up. If a new Assembly 
is elected in January, it will be done under the 
present unsatisfactory election laws. So it may 
lead to another series of shifting coalitions just 
like those which have prevented the formation 
of stable governments ever since the establish- 
ment of the Fourth Republic after World War_I!. 
Faure’s purpose of winning substantial parlia- 
mentary support for his policies might be frus- 
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trated. That is why Mendes-France called for 
electoral reforms before elections. 

The possibility, if not the likelihood, that the 
Premier’s call for a new parliament—a drastic 
measure under the present French political 
system—may not substantially strengthen the 
government shows how great the need for con- 
stitutional reform really is, early elections or no, 
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Why Punish Themselves? 


The increase in real property taxes being 
collected in St. Louis county this year is causing 
some citizens to talk about opposing the county 
bond issue to be voted on Nov. 22. Everybody 
who has toyed with that idea ought to give the 
matter a second, and careful, thought. 

In our judgment, county residents have a 
right to be profoundly dissatisfied with those 
county officials who allowed the present tax 
situation to develop. They also have a right to 
demand of those officials immediate action to 
clean up the situation and establish equitable 
assessments for all. ‘ 


But it will not help attain this objective to 


defeat the bond issue. County residents will 
only punish themselves if they fling out in 
reflex anger and oppose the bonds because they 
are unhappy over taxes and assessments. 

The bonds are urgently needed to finance long 
overdue public improvements. That need exists 
quite independently of the tax-assessment situa- 
tion, and it will continue to grow steadily more 
acute until it is dealt with. 

Nobody's taxes will be reduced and nobody's 
assessment will be’ made equitable by making 
traffic congestion worse—yet that is what would 
happen if the voters turned down bonds for 
expressways and 
thoroughfares. 

Some taxpayers may feel that they cannot 
“afford” a tax levy for the bond issue on top of 
higher taxes resulting from higher assessments. 
They ought to consider that the relatively mod- 
est tax levy needed to pay off the bonds will 
not go into effect immediately nor all at once, 
Issuance of the bonds will be spread over a 
period of years, and it is quite possible that the 
tax-assessment mess could be cleaned up by the 
time the bond levy began to be felt. 

So here is a suggestion. Let every taxpayer 
who is angry enough over his assessment to 
think about voting against the bond issue use 
that energy, instead, to bring home to County 
Supervisor Matthews and the county council 
his demand for a parcel-by-parcel reassessment 
by experts to eliminate the present inequities. 

If county residents will do that, and vote for 
the bond issue on Nov. 22, they can have both 
a fair tax structure and the public improvements 
the bond issue would buy. St. Louis county 
desperately needs both.

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Toward East-West Trade 


A small but welcome contribution to the 
improvement of East-West relations is Secretary 
Weeks’ announcement that controls will be 
relaxed on private commercial trade with Soviet 
countries. Private traders will be allowed to 
deal in trade of certain “peaceful goods” under 
general license, without being required to obtain 
a specific permission for each transaction. 


How this system works out will depend In 
large part upon how liberally the Commerce 

partment interprets the term “peaceful 
goods.” It will also depend upon whether the 
Soviet countries do their part. 

As the Western powers told Foreign Minister 
Molotov in Geneva this week, the Soviet coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe have not taken full 
advantage of the relaxation in trade restrictions 
already put into effect by the West. In particu- 
lar, Molotov was told, the Soviet governments 
could help if they would make it less difficult 
for Western private traders to develop oppor- 
tunities for mutually. advantageous trade. 


History does not support the view that coun- 
tries which trade with each other automatically 
become friends and live at peace for ever after. 
But trade is the normal, healthy, civilized rela- 
tionship between nations that are not trying to 
destroy each other. It benefits both parties 
and has values of its own, not all commercial. 
The sooner the Soviet world and the West can 
get on a fully normal basis with each other in 
this respect, the better.

Medical Care in Russia 

At a time when the United States is properly 
concerned about Russian production of planes 
and weapons, some thought might also be given 
to the report recently made by Maj. Paul W. 
Schafer of Walter Reed Army Hospital on the 
state of Russian medicine, a factor of prime 
importance in national strength. 


Dr. Schafer and his wife, a nurse, made a tour 
of 35 Russian hospitals, clinics and research 
centers on the invitation of a Russian surgeon 
who attended the 1954 International Congress 
of Cardiology in Washington. They spoke to 
hundreds of Russian doctors, men and women, 
and apparently were able to see all they wanted 
to see. 


Russian medical care is comparable to ours, 
according to Dr. Schafer. But already Russia has 
300,000 doctors compared to 209,000 in the 
United States. That means one doctor for every 
666 Russians compared with one for 790 Ameri- 
cans. Russia has 27,000 medical students in train- 
ing compared with 7500 in the United States, ac- 
cording to this report. Further, Russia is plan- 
ning to expand medical training. 


No doubt there are differences between. the 
Russian and American practice of medicine, 
especially in its economic aspects. But Dr. Scha- 
fer's report in no way demands that we ac- 
knowledge any Russian superiority. Its real point 
is that the United States—with resources far su- 
perior to those of the Soviet Union—is not mak- 
ing as great an effort to provide adequate medi- 
cal care for all its people.

Criminals outnumber and outman them in New York, Commis- 
sioner says; there is barely one beat patrolman to every 5000 of 
population; in a choice between a crime bill of billions and 
'an enforcement bill of millions false economy ‘has no place.’ 


An Editorial in the New York Herald Tribune 


New York is a great city, an exciting 
city, and its residents are proud of it— 
but they are afraid. They are afraid 
to take visitors to some parts of their 
town; afraid to go there themselves. 

At night, they hurry through quiet, fa- 
miliar streets, where every shadow may 
conceal a menace. They hear of a 
neighbor beaten and robbed; a woman 
savagely attacked; a child caught up in 
a senseless, brutal 
street battle of 
youthful gangs and 
left: maimed. 

The fear these 
crimes inspire is 
the shame of New 
York. 

Somewhere within 
New York, on an 
average day, three 
women will be 
raped. There will 
be one or more 
homicides; more 
than 200 thefts — 
robbery, burglary 
or larceny; 21 per- 
sons will be badly beaten, 
shot or stabbed. 


Many of these crimes are committed 
by the young, already started upon a 
life that will alternate between jail and 
evil, corrupting others in their passage. 

The first line of defense against this 
tide of crime is the police patrolman, 
the trained man in blue who walks his 
beat and knows it—knows the people, 
the danger spots, the boltholes and the 
hideaways. 

He can, by his very presence in a 
neighborhood, stop crime before it be- 
gins, cow the criminal and give confi- 
dence to the law-abiding. 


But in New York City this “thin blue 
line” is stretched too thin. “We are 
outnumbered,” said Police Commission- 
er Kennedy, “outmanned.” 


The average number of patrolmen 
available, on foot and in autos, at any 
one time in the whole city is only 1670. 

In a city of more than 8,000,000, that 
is one patrolman for nearly 5000 in- 
habitants—leaving entirely out of ac- 


mugged, 


count the millions who come into the 
city daily for work or play. 

Since many of the patrolmen must 
be concentrated in districts where the 
crime rate is highest (a “saturation” 
policy that is paying dividends but 
which cannot be extended in the present 
state of police manpower}-a person can 
walk through precinct after precinct at 
night and never encounter a policeman. 

One Brooklyn precinct, for example, 
has not a single foot patrolman on the 
late tour. Five radio cars with one 
officer in each car cover its whole area. 


The police force amounts now to 
21,871. But from this must be deducted 
a large number of necessary special de- 
tails, and the work of the rest has to 
be spread over 24 hours a day, 365 days 
a year. 

The real figure, the figure that counts 
in the prevention of crime, is the ratio 
of patrolmen on the beat to population 
~—-barely one to 5000. 

The citizen is over-ready to take crime 
rates for granted, to live with his fear 
of the criminal. He shuns neighbor- 
hoods of ill-repute, convoys his women- 
folk at night, and regards policemen 
as intended chiefly for traffic duty— 
until the criminal breaks into his illu- 
sory security. 

Then an empty pocket, a broken body, 
a murdered child, terror, pain and loss, 
give brutal reminders that crime is not 
a matter of cold statistics but a grim 
tragedy. 

In City Hall, there are many political 
pressures on the public purse. The May- 
or looks at the budget, weighs the 
claims of the Police Department against 
the insistent clamor of other interests— 
and the police suffer. 

But not the police alone. The com- 
munity has failed in its primary obliga- 
tion to its citizens. 

As for the cost of additional police 
protection, let the commissioner speak: 

“Which is cheaper? A crime bill run- 
ning into billions of dollars a year and 
the suffering that comes from a broken 
head, a homicide? 

“Or a crime prevention bill running 
only to several millions?” 

In this, false economy has no place.

The gods were kind to William Willis, 
who sailed his raft, The Seven Little 
Sisters, alone across the’ Pacific.

115 days and covered 6700 miles, from 
Peru to Pago-Pago. 

The expedition of the Kon-Tiki, some 
years previous, had been undertaken to 
prove the stientific theory that the Hum- 
bolt Current would carry man from the 
South American continent to Polynesia. 
Mr. Willis admits that the trip on his 
sailing raft was not an expedition, but 
the fulfillment of a boyhood dream. It 
was an endurance test, and he describes 
it-a$ an adventure of the spirit. He 
wished to pit himself, man alone, against 
the elements of sea and sky, and in so 
doing to become one with nature. 

Mr. Willis must be an unusual man. 
He has spent his life as lumberjack, 
stevedore, oil driller, able seaman and 
poet. He built his 
raft well on seven 
strong balsa logs, 
and rigged it with 
the best sails, but 
undertook his lone 
voyage with so 
many obvious han- 
dicaps, and made 
s0 many careless 
mistakes, it is a 
wonder he survived. 
His water cans 
were poorly sealed. 
He did not know 
how to operate a 
transmitter nor 
how to decode a 
message. He forgot to have drag lines 
in case he fell overboard. His prep- 
arations took so much longer than ex- 
pected that he sailed dangerously close 
to the hurricane season. And he suf- 
fered a mysterious and excruciatingly 
painful illness in mid-Pacific. 


But everything came out all right! He 
learned to drink sea water, ran into 
weather no worse than squalls, and 
mysteriously recovered from his illness. 
The gods indeed were kind. 

His was the ultimate in adventure, 
the type of experience that many people 
would like to enjoy—vicariously! This 
book should satisfy that craving.

Whether we like it or not— 
and of course we do not like it

very strong cards. She is able 
to incite and support national- 
ist passions which are pre- 
dominantly anti-Western. She 
has’ a reserve of obsolescent 
arms with which to win over 
the local army leaders. 

She is ready to take the ag- 
ricultural surpluses of these 
primitive economies in payment 
on easy terms for industrial | 
equipment.

The Western way requires the 
investment, with no great pros- 
pect of a quick or large return, 
of big capital funds. The Com- 
munist way is to use force and 
is less humane, But for that 
very reason it is cheaper. 

Nevertheless, it too requires 
capital funds. But the Soviet 
Union can trade these funds 
against the agricultural sur- 
pluses of cotton and rice which 
the under-developed countries 
cannot sell in the Western 
world.

One different note was struck 
by Eleanor Howe, magazine edi- 
tor, who made a plea for old- 
fashioned recipes which she 
feels need to be “cooked with 
love.” The housekecper sholild 
not always consider saving time 
as the most important part of 
planning meals for the family.

NO DOUBT there is a certain 
satisfaction in cooking special 
dishes that are perhaps tradl- 
tional in the family, and these 
may be worthwhile. In my opin- 
ion, however, it is not necessary 
to ignore love of good food 
when using short cuts. 

As several of the meat pack- 
ers showed, fine cuts of meat 
are now available, frozen style. 
These are all trimmed so there 
is no waste, This should be 
considered when comparing the 
price with fresh meat. The qual- 
ity of frozen chickens is excel- 
lent, and good frozen calves’ 
liver and sweetbreads are also 
available. 

Chicken a la king, a new 
product by an expert in the 
field, proved to be as good as 
the frozen chicken and meat 
pies that have been or the mar- 
ket for some time. These are 
now supplemented by fruit pies 
which, after heating in the oven, 
are indeed delicious. Of course, 
you could easily make a main 
dish with the sliced chicken 
that has been available for some 
time.

TWO NEW PRODUCTS are 
the ready-stuffed frozen turkey 
that must go directly from the 
freezer, into the oven and the 
fried chicken that can be heated 
in the original foil carton. 

One of the essentials in using 
many of the “short-cut” food 
products is to remember they 
can easly be given an individual 
touch, While the directions on 
the cartons should be followed 
basically, it is often possible to 
add a little of your favorite 
seasoning or make a special 
sauce. A gourmet will follow 
this practice automatically. 

Chicken a la King. 

Four tablespoons butter, one 
cup (one-fourth pound) sliced 
mushrooms, one-fourth cup 
chopped green pepper, three 
tablespoons flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, and and one-half 
cups milk, one-half cup cream, 
two egg yolks, slightly beaten; 
two cups cooked chicken, cut in 
one-inch pieces; one pimiento, 
cut in diamond-shaped pieces; 
two tablespoons lemon juice or 
three tablespoons sherry. 

Melt butter, add mushrooms 
and green pepper, and cook over 
medium heat five minutes. Stir 
in flour, salt and paprika, and 
when well blended, add milk, 
stirring constantly over low 
heat until mixture thickens and 
boils. Add cream to slightly 
beaten egg yolks, mix well, and 
stir into the sauce. Add chicken 
and pimiento, and heat. Stir in 
lemon juice or shérry and mix 
well, Yield: six servings.

N “QUEEN BEE,” at LOEW’S STATE THEATER, Joan 
| cxawtors goes all out in the portrayal of a smilingly 
poisonous woman. She’s done some pretty hard and un- 
lovable cookies in the past, including the infamous Harriet 


Craig, but this one tops them all. Having 
deserted one lover (John Ireland) in Chi- 
cago years ago to bag a rich southern 
bachelor away from his fiancee by trick- 
ery, she has maintained her position as 
his wife and mistress of his mansion over 
the years by domineering selfishness which 
ranges from malice to cruelty in its ex- 


pression. 


She has driven her husband (Barry Sullivan) into be- 
coming an alcoholic, made her sistér-in-law (Betsy Palmer) 
miserable, and, running out of people to dominate, imports 
a cousin (young Lucy Marlow) to browbeat with steely 
charm. She can’t stand the thought of the sister-in-law 
marrying Ireland, so she ruthlessly breaks that up, driving 
the girl to suicide. That this lady, who hates everyone so 
much she can’t even Stand herself for a coupe of weeks 
after the suicide, should end up toasting in the flames of 
an automobile wreck may seem brutal, but in the merciless 


way Miss Crawford has portrayed her, it seems only simple 
justice.

Crazy Mixed-Up Kids 


In “REBEL WITHOUT A CAUSE” at the FOX, James 
Dean, the young actor who recently was killed in an auto- 
mobile crash, gives another jittery, eccentric performance 


like that in “East of Eden.” Here, however, he is only one 


disturbed boy in a nest of dozens of Cali- 
fornia high school students of a well-to-do 
class who are all so disturbed the screen 
shakes. 

We first find James passed out drunk 
in the middle of a street, then screaming 
in a police station. He is upset because 
he hates his domineering mother, his dom- 
ineering grandmother, and his weak-spined father, who 
won't talk back to his mother. At the station he meets a 
girl, Judy, who turns out to be a neighbor who has been 
picked up as suspected of street-walking. Jt turns out in 
the course of the film she is neurotic because her father 
won't kiss her any more, and, if we are to apply the psy- 
chiatric platitudes in which this is steeped, has been re- 
jected in an Electra fixation. 


Anyway, the next day, in which James goes to a new 
high school for the first time, is a doozy. First, a gang of 
boys and girls don’t like James, so they cut a tire of his 
roadster. Then, with everyone acting mad like juvenile 
Marlon Brandos, the leader forces James into a fight with 
switch-blade knives in which the object is to pink the other 
fellow, just draw a little blood. Then, obsessed with fear 
of being called “chicken,” James agrees to meet the leader 
in a suicidal game with stolen cars that night, in which, 
with hundreds of clean-cut kids cheering, each tries to bluff 


the other into going off..s—cliff with a speeding car, and 
one does, 


That night, thrown into a fresh trauma by the sight of 
his father serving his mother a meal on a tray in bed, young 
James wanders off with Judy. She had been deeply in love 
with the boy who was killed, but all of a sudden forgets 
her grief in passion for Jim. They pick up another boy, 
Plato, who is disturbed as all get-out because his father and 
mother are divorced and his mother is gallivanting around 
in Hawaii, leaving him alone with a housekeeper. They 
play puckishly about a deserted mansion at 4 in the morn- 
ing (apparently EVERYBODY in the school who is anybody 
is out driving around at that time looking for trouble) and 
are caught by three of the dead boy’s pals out for revenge. 
Plato goes crazy, shoots one of them, is cornered by the 
police in a planetarium, and killed as he emerges. 


As yoli can see, this is merely the recital of a routine 
day in the lives of some typical high-school kids. 


There is usually some basie psychological truth in 
movies which attempt to be as sensational as this one. But 
Director Nicholas Roy and writer Stewart Stern have made 
the usual mistake of intensifying and falsely dramatizing 
the theme until they have distorted it out of all perspec- 
tive. The psychological churnings, conflicts and yearnings 
which they might have illuminated with more subtle in- 
sight, are so baldly and crudely projected they seem unreal 
and even ridiculous. And the net result will be, I dare 
say, to make parents the villains in the eyes of the more 
susceptible teen-agers who see this, and those Crazy Mixed- 
Up Kids the great big heroes. 


The second film, “ILLEGAL,” is a sortie into pot- 
boiler melodramatics in which Edwart-G. Robinson is a 
district attorney who quits in disgust after he sends the 
wrong man to the chair, then winds up as the tool of a 


rackets chief. Some of its narrative twists are interesting 
enough.

Seven screenwriters, including the eminent Americans 
Ben Hecht and Irwin Shaw, labored on the script of 
“ULYSSES,” at the ST. LOUIS, but didn’t come with any- 
thing nearly approximating the sweep of Homer’s “Odyssey,”

35 Years of Aid to Needy Students 


St. Louis Jewish Scholarship Foundation Started With $15, Now Has Grown to $215,000

HIRTY-FIVE years ago, a 
T St. Louis woman began to 

worry about the many ca- 
pable high school students who 
were losing out on a college 
education or business or pro- 
fessional training because they 
couldn't afford it. St. Louis had 
no municipal university with- 
out tuition. Scholarships to pri- 
vate schools were the only an- 
swer. 


So she and a few of her 
friends got together and raised 
$15 to provide a business col- 
lege course for their first schol- 
arship. recipient. She did well 
in school, was employed by a 
department store and rose to 
the responsible post of buyer 
before she married and left 
the business world. 


Since then, 460 additional 
boys and girls have been given 
a chance for more formal edu- 
cation, academic or vocational 
training, through the program 
started by that small group of 
women. Founder of the project 
was the late Mrs. Irvin Bett- 
man Sr. and the little helping 
hand program she began in 
1920 has become the St. Louis 
Jewish Scholarship Foundation. 
The initial grant of $15 has 
now grown to $215,000. 


That money has helped edu- 
cate young lawyers, doctors, 
teachers, scientists, social work- 
ers, musicians, rabbis, librar- 
ians, insurance men, engineers. 
Nearly all the major professions 
and areas of business are rep- 
resented on the list. Some have 
taken short technical courses. 
Others have gone through 
seven years of law or eight 
years of medicine. 

Many have won special hon- 
Ors as undergraduates or fel- 
lowships for advanced work. 
Some are now well-established 
business or professional men 
and women. 

The organization which gave 
them the boost they needed will 
celebrate its thirty-fifth anni- 
versary. with a tea from 1:30 to 
3 p.m. next Tuesday, in the 
women’s building lounge of 
Washington University, alma 
mater of many of the scholar- 
ship recipients. Mrs. Arthur J. 
Freund is chairman of the foun- 
dation, and Mrs. Irvin Bettman 
Jr., daughter-in-law of the proj- 
ect’s founder is co-chairman. 

“We recognize that in St. 


Louis we have many fine 
schools, so as a general rule the 
scholarships are given for in- 
stitutions right here in our own 
community,” said Mrs. Freund. 
“Nearly every technical and 
professional course can be ob- 
tained here, although if the sit- 
uation demands it, we will 
waive that rule and permit the 
scholarship winner to take 
work elsewhere.”

HE program was originally 
' established for Jewish girls, 

and was administered by a 
committee from the Council of 
Jewish Women. However, it 
later was expanded to include 
boys as well as girls and in 
some cases worthy students of 
other faiths have been helped. 
Because of its larger scope, it 
became an incorporated, sep- 
arate entity and although it 
maintains a close working rela- 
tionship with the council, ad- 
ministers its own funds in grant- 
ing the scholarships. 

Keeping abreast of commu- 
nity needs, as well as changing 
social patterns, the foundation 
has established one Negro un- 
dergraduate scholarship at 
Washington University and a 
number of Negro nurse scholar- 
ships to help offset the acute 
nursing shortage.

summer workshops sponsored 
by the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews have been 
awarded to applicants. 


“We try to recognize com- 
munity needs as well as helping 
the individual,” said Mrs. 
Freund. “We know now, for 
instance, that there is a need 
for more physica! therapists. 
We have notified the physical 
therapy department of Wash- 
ington University School of 
Medicine that our assistance is 
available to a qualified appli- 
cant.” 


Financial need and the poten- 
tial of the student are the ma- 
jor determining factors in se- 
lecting scholarship recipients. 
Only those who actually need 
financial assistance are consid- 
ered, and they must maintain 
high scholarship although 
straight A’s are not demanded 
by any means—to receive a re- 
newal of the grant throughout 
their school course. Each reci- 
pient is reviewed each year and 
if his work is satisfactory he 
is permitted to continue, 
whether it’s for a short-term vo- 
cational course or seven or eight 
years for legal or medical or 
other professional degrees. 


“However,” said Mrs. Freund, 
“we want to make sure these 
young people are going into 
the right vocational fields, 
work for which they are best 
fitted. For instance, one appli- 
cant insisted on going to medi-

cal school even though voca- 
tional tests indicated he 
wouldn’t succeed. The first 


year, sure enough, wasn't a suc- 
cess so we told him that if he 
would choose a field for which 
he was better fitted we would 
continue to help.

Fix It Yourself

Finishes for Floors. 

OR the past two weeks the 
F family of a friend of ours 

have been walking around 
in their stocking feet over the 
freshly sanded floors while the 
master of the house broods as to 
which type of finish he should 
apply to the floors. It’s best to 
decide things like this a little 
in advance of sanding. 

There are three basic types 
of finishes you can apply to a 
hardwood floor and all three 
are good. But like everything 
else these days, each has cer- 
tain advantages and disadvan- 
tages. 

As far as wear goes the best 
finish is a floor sealer. This 
type of finish penetrates into 
the wood and provides a hard 
surface which can take a lot 
of wear and is easy to patch 
when signs of wear start to 
show in spots. It usually has to 
be applied in two coats with a 
steel wool buffing after each 
coat is dry. If you have a 
floor that takes a beating, you 
can't do better than with a 
penetrating floor seal. 

Shellac is used as a finish on 


probably more floors than all | 
the other finishes put together. | 
It has the great advantage of 
drying fast so that you can 
apply three coats of shellac to 
a floor and have it ready for 
use in the space of 24 hours. 
Shellac gives a nice glossy fin- 
ish but it doesn’t get along with 
water so it’s not too good 
around outside doors or where 
it’s likely to get wet. 


Varnish produces a hard 


‘finish for floors but it’s a head- 


ache to apply because the wood 
must first be given a filler. It 
also gives the wood a sort of | 
yellowish cast that some people 
don’t care for.

“In the old days,” said Mrs. 
Freund, “‘we raised money with 
card parties, but that haphazard 
method of obtaining funds has 
long ago been discarded. Now, 
we have about 500 members of 
the foundation who make an- 
nual contributions ranging from 
$5 to $100, with many special 
gifts. We have a Tribute Fund, 
through which members may 
mark happy events or honor the 
memory of a loved one by mak- 
ing a gift to the foundation. 


“And then, of course, there is 
the loan repayment. We have 
established this as a revolving 
fund so that those who are 
financially able to do so can 
pay back the amount they re- 
ceived and that money then 
helps another worthy student. 


“An interesting thing is that 
many of the scholarship win- 
ners, after they are able to 
make a repayment, want to add 
something extra to augment the 
fund. We had a letter just the 
other day from a doctor who 
sent along his last payment, 
and added $50 in gratitude for 
the opportunity to take his 
medical degree on scholarship 
funds.” 


One young man wrote: 


“Whenever I have mailed the 
foundation a check, I have been 
careful to point out that it is 
in payment of the financial part 
of the debt I owe. Of course,

West could have handed over 
13 tricks to the enemy with the 
greatest ease, simply by laying 
down the ace of hearts, but he 
decided to open the diamond 
jack. The king was put up and 
South tried the stratagem of 
leading the low heart from the 
table—if ‘East had the ace and 
feared that declarer was lead- 
ing toward the blank jack, he 
might go up. East, however, 
had no problem; he played low, 
and South of course, ruffed. 

Now declarer led a _ low 
trump to the nine, ruffed an- 
other heart, cashed another 
high trump, then took in the 
diamond ace and ruffed his last 
diamond. The last heart was 
stripped from dummy on a third 
ruff, and South was finally 
ready to tackle the club suit. 

Many players, in the mistaken 
idea that they would be tafing 
the safest course, would lead 
the club four to the ace and a 
club back toward the Q-J-9. Ob- 
serve that this technique would 
be fatal. West would simply 
hold up on the second club 
play, letting South win with the 
queen or jack, and South would 
then have to “come to West.” 
South avoided this trap but al- 


most fell into another. He 
properly led the club queen 
and, when. West played low, 


ducked in dummy. If East could 
win, a club return would give 
South the rest of the suit, and 
any other return would give 
South a ruff-and-discard. But 
of course East couldn't take the 
club queen, and South then led 
the jack. West covered this 
time, and South was reaching 
for the ace when he saw the 
danger. He quickly changed his 
mind and gave West the trick— 
and now declarer had West 
where he wanted him.

Muscles become weakened and 
lose tone when they are not 
treated to regular exercise. 
They may plague you at first 
with soreness but it is amazing 
how quickly and gratefully thev 
respond to exercise. Soon you 
will have a new feeling of lithe- 
ness and aliveness. 

In a way we are as old as our 
muscles. Our muscle tone has 
an effect on our figure and 
health. Lack of tone in the in- 
testinal tract is one reason for 
constipation. Weak abdominal 
muscles often lead to a prolapse 
which brings us all sorts of 
aches and pains. Falling arches 
are due to muscle weakness 
while the weakened muscles of 
the shoulders cause round 
shoulders and crowd internal 
organs. 

How well we can carry our- 
selves also is dependent in some 
degree on how good our muscles 
are. Also, just recently I called 
your attention to the fact that 
tension in the muscles causes us 
much discomfort and fatigue. 

Two Exercises. 

The lower abdominal wall is 
especially important to women. 
Today I am going to give you 
two exercises which will 
strengthen it i 

1. Lie on the floor on your 
back. Lift both legs from the 
floor, knees stiff. Do not raise 
them high but just off the floor 
(about three to six inches). Hold 
them there for a few seconds 
and then lower legs to the floor. 
Continue. 

2. Again lie on the floor on 
your back. This time raise your 
left leg from the floor (three to 
six inches). As you lower your 
left leg raise your right leg. 
One leg comes up as the other 
moves down. After starting, do 
not touch the feet to the floor 
or raise them more than six 
inches from the floor. 

This exercise is rather diffi- 
cult. Most of you will not be 
able to do it for long at one 
time.
